Temporary car park closure 


THE temporary car park at Henhayes, in 
Crewkerne, will be closed for four weeks to 
enable trench work in association with the 
new George Reynolds Centre to be carried 
out on the entrance road. 

The closure will be effective from from 
Monday, September 3rd. 

An extraordinary meeting of Crewkerne 
Town Council was held on Monday when 
property and projects officer, Jed Dunn, 
spoke to councillors about the connection of 
services to the new centre. He said the con¬ 
tractors had hoped to completely close the 
temporary car park while the work was done 
but councillors had unanimously agreed that 
was unacceptable. 

In addition, the town council voted to seek 
planning permission to retain a slightly re¬ 
duced area of the temporary car park once the 
current permission expires next January. 
South Somerset District Council had made it 


plain that the current temporary site, which 
was already given an extended period, would 
not be granted another year. 

This was the overall preferred option of the 
public, by a small majority, of those who re¬ 
sponded to a consultation in the May edition 
of the town council’s newsletter. 

Mr Dunn said he would shortly be meeting 
with a representative of the district council to 
discuss in detail the proposed new layout of 
the car park and he would also work with the 
contractors of the George Reynolds Centre in 
order to keep any closure to a minimum. 

He said that the project was still on target 
for the original finishing date of October 
12th, having only lost about three days in 
total due to bad weather, which had been 
made up with overtime by the contractors. 

He added that he had regularly inspected the 
site and could not fault their standard of work.

AS THE ROTARY Club of 
Ilminster started its 42nd 
year, John Madge the only 
founder member still in the 
club, was made an hon¬ 
orary member.

There was also a cheque 
presentation for £658.20 to 
Vicky Gorden from SURE 
as a contribution towards 
new equipment. 

SURE which stands for 
the Somerset Unit for Ra¬ 
diotherapy Equipment is 
one of the club’s preferred 
local charities and was 
founded 12 years ago.

Fully equipped by 
SURE the Taunton hospital 
ends the need for patients 
to travel to Bristol. The lat¬

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Help for small 
business employers 

SMALL businesses hiring jobseekers on a Somerset 
employment programme are in line for financial help 
from a £180,000 grant. 

Somerset County Council and other partners mak¬ 
ing up the Somerset Employment and Skills Board 
made a successful bid to the Government's Flexible 
Support Fund. The fund will also support at least 100 
jobseekers through the Action for Somerset project. 

Jobseekers joining the project will be helped by a 
mentor to access specialist advice and support, de¬ 
velop their skills and experience, and overcome any 
personal barriers to employment they might have. 

Small and medium-sized companies recruiting staff 
from the Action for Somerset project could be able 
to claim back the cost of further training or other 
human resources costs related to the employee. 

There will also be tailored support for these busi¬ 
nesses, helping to address any concerns about re¬ 
cruitment, and offering in-work support to help keep 
the new employee in the job. 

Cabinet Member David Hall said: "The Action for 
Somerset project will be of particular help to those 
looking for their first opportunity to get into work or 
who have struggled to find the support they need to 
tackle whatever is standing between them and a job. 
There are more employment opportunities in Som¬ 
erset than many people realise, and the Employment 
and Skills Board will make sure jobseekers get the 
right support to find the right job." 

Latest figures (June 2012) show that 6,900 people 
in Somerset were claiming Jobseekers Allowance, 2.2 
per cent of the county's workforce. There were 3,130 
unfilled Somerset Jobcentre vacancies. 

Christine Vine, of Somerset Jobcentre Plus, said: 
"There are thousands of jobs available across Somer¬ 
set and partnerships like this will help jobseekers take 
up these opportunities."

Step forward for village association 
plan to build community centre 


FORTON Community Association are 
one step closer to their goal of building a 
community centre on the village playing 
field, thanks to a provisional grant offer 
of £12,500 from South Somerset District 
Council Area West Committee. 

The award was made at the committee’s 
monthly meeting and is subject to the nec¬ 
essary funds to complete the project being 
raised within the next 12 months. 

The planned facility would mean the 
end of a five year struggle to achieve a 
better building on the site. A grant appli¬ 
cation was submitted to SSDC in 2007 by 


Forton Rangers Football Club towards an 
extension to their clubhouse and, at that 
time, a grant of £12,500 was approved. 

However, the applicants could not take 
their project forward due to a variety of 
design and financial reasons. 

Three years ago Forton Community As¬ 
sociation was formed following village 
surveys which agreed that a new purpose- 
built community centre would better serve 
the whole community. 

Due to the changes, the original grant 
offer was withdrawn in September 2011 
but the new association were encouraged 


to re-apply. The project has been costed at 
£148,348 in total, split into two phases. 
The cost of phase one is £48,348. 

The association has raised £35,848 and 
the Area West capital grant of £12,500 
will enable them to complete the first 
phase. The other £100,000 for phase two 
is reliant on grants from the Big Lottery, 
Sport England and further fundraising by 
the association. 

The project has turned into a real village 
effort with not only fundraising but vil¬ 
lage tradesmen and skilled volunteers 
helping to keep the cost of the build down. 


The centre will have dimensions of 27.6 
metres x 14 metres and a seating capacity 
of 120 people. 

There will be disabled access and toilet 
facilities and the centre will incorporate 
changing rooms, a kitchen, bar, meeting 
room and skittles alley. It will also accom¬ 
modate a mobile stage. 

The existing small clubhouse will be re¬ 
tained and continue to be used. Tatworth 
and Forton Parish Council have also pro¬ 
vided a £5,000 grant to the football club 
to extend the existing sewerage pipe sys¬ 
tem from their pavilion.

One of his prized ma¬ 
chines was the Bamford 
hay turner, which took 
50 hours to recreate in 
the correct scale, taken 
from hours of measuring 


from a full sized version 
he also owns. 

The oldest tractor on 
site was a Fordson F 
from 1919 which had an 
even older Bamford fin¬ 
ger mower on the back, 
from the horse- drawn 
age of the late 1800s. A 
part of the field had been 
set aside for the demon¬ 
stration of the old mow¬ 
ing and harvesting 
machinery and, across 
from the show field, 
there were ploughing 
demonstrations. 

There were static steam 
engines, many demon¬ 
strating their original 
uses and there were a 
few mobile steamers at¬ 
tracting interest as well. 

There was much talk 
about the poor harvest 
this year. Tony Wilder 
from Axmouth who 
demonstrates at shows 
with a 1910 Bamford 


roller mill with grinder, 
was showing visitors the 
difference in quality be¬ 
tween last year grains 
and this year’s, which 
were so poor he said they 
would normally have 
been blown out the back 
of the harvester. 

The show was subtitled 
“A Gateway Back to the 
Past” and learning about 
the ways of yesteryear 
was part of the purpose. 

Cabinet maker Dick 
Apps from Chilthorne 
Domer was making 
woodshave flowers on 
the steps of the Romany 
wagon he had built. He 
said finding plans had 
not been difficult but he 
had researched for three 
years to discover the rea¬ 
sons for the way they 
were built. The decora¬ 
tive woodwork was not 
all about art but had a 
practical purpose, the 
shaved portions giving 
less weight for the horse 


to pull. 

Other demonstrations 
included bodging, 
wheelwrighting , thresh¬ 
ing and a tractor driven 
saw bench. Two local 
families had teamed up 
to demonstrate apple 
milling and juicing. The 
Maceys from Middle 
Chinnock provided an 
old mill and the 
Samways from North 
Perrott had a huge press. 

This years’s prize draw 
was in memory of Dr 
Jenny Bucknell with all 
lthe money going to Car¬ 
diac Risk in the Young 
(CRY). Her family and 
friends were out in force 
collecting and selling 
draw tickets. 

With an auction of old 
machinery, crafts dis¬ 
plays, rare breeds, good 
food and stalls to wander 
around, there was some¬ 
thing for all the family to 
enjoy and it was a very 
successful event.

The Jack Ratt Story 

JACK Ratt, born Jack Ratten- 
bury in Devon in 1778, was 
a seaman and fisherman 
who turned to smuggling to 
earn his living. He lived four 
miles away in the village of 
Beer, smuggling tea, brandy, 
and tobacco from France to 
secret coves along the Lyme 
Bay coast. Smuggled goods 
were shipped in waterproof 
barrels tied together with 
ropes ready for sinking in 
the sea off the coast if the 
Customs & Excise were 
about. Weighted down by 
stones and marked with a 
small float, the goods were 
collected at a future date 
and smuggled into the 
countryside via a system of 
safe houses, to market. 

Jack Rattenbury had many 
encounters with the Cus¬ 
toms & Excise and often 
made lucky escapes. William 
Hunt, one of Jack Ratt's con¬ 
temporaries and a member 
of the infamous'Beere gang' 
was not so lucky. After 
evading capture he had to 
have his dislocated shoul¬ 
der put back by the force of 
a cider press. 

After 30 years of adven¬ 
tures; surviving impress¬ 
ments, imprisonment, 
shipwreck, and storm, Jack 
Ratt was so notorious he 
was asked to relate his story 
for a book; 'Memoirs of a 
Smuggler', published in 
1837. The Lyme Bay Winery 
is proud to name their 
ciders after this colourful 
local figure! 


The Lyme Bay Story 

IN 1992 Nigel Howard left 
his city career to pursue his 
dream of producing real 
West Country cider. Inspired 
by the coastline of Lyme 
Bay and local maritime his¬ 
tory, he established the 
Lyme Bay Winery at Manor 
Farm, Seaton. Two years 
later the first'Lyme Bay'and 
'Jack Ratt' ciders were sold 
from the shop at Manor 
Farm. As Lyme Bay Cider's 
reputation for 
great tasting, 
quality cider 
grew; we di¬ 
versified into 
producing 
traditional 
Country 
Wines and 
Liqueurs.
